NEW ORLEANS, La., Sept. 27. 
—An aspect of Soviet Russia be- 
hind the scenes was disclosed here 
today in the report of a skilled 
American workman, caterpillar 
tractor specialist, who escaped 
from Russia after a fight of 
months to regain his confiscated 
American passports. 

He is Peter Grant Sutherland, 
44 years old, native of San Diego, 
Cal., employed by a Soviet agent, 
who, at the caterpillar tractor fac- 
tory, San Leandro, Cal., near San 
Francisco, recruited a group of 19 
American tractor experts to go to 
Russia to instruct Soviet workers 
in operation and repair of the 
thousands of American tractors 
the Soviet is buying in its Govern- 
ment grain-growing campaign. 

Sutherland sailed from New Or- 
leans Saturday on the United Fruit 
steamship Coppename for Puerto 
Castilla, Spanish Honduras, to take 
charge of the company’s fleet of 
tractors on its banana plantations 
in the Truxillo division of that 
country. His Russian revelations 
came in his report to P. D. Parks, 
assistant general manager of the 
United Fruit Co. here, answering 
the corporation’s questions as to 
his earlier employment. 

Sutherland exhibited his Soviet 
credentials and contract. 

The Story Sutherland Tells. 

These are the outstanding points 
of his story of his six months of 
residence, experience and observa- 
tions in Russia from December, 
1929, to May, 1930. 

Several hundred skilled | Amer- 
ican workmen, hired as he was 
hired through Amtorg, the Soviet 
trading corporation in the United 
States, are now prisoners in Soviet 
Russia, their passports confiscated 
by the Red police on their artival 
in Russia; Soviet officials telling 
them they cannot leave Russia 
without a passport, and passing 
them from bureau to bureau in a 
vain search for those passports 
which have always, been sent on 
to some other Soviet official, or so 
they say. 

Soviet officials, while they still 
thought Sutherland was caught in 
Russia for life, told him that these 
confiscated American passports, 
doctored, altered, counterfeited and 
forged, were being used _ to slip 
Communist agitators into the Unit- 
ed States, ‘“‘to keep on stirring up 
trouble until we overthrow your 
capitalist Government at Washing- 
ton.’ 

Famine, fifth, open immorality, 
unspeakable hardships, reigned in 
Russia during his six morfths there. 
He entered Russia, a husky six- 
footer, weighing 180 pounds. He 
emerged six months later weighing 
137 pounds, he said. 

What His Diet Was. 

His diet these six mopths, his 
statement continues, was cabbage 
water soup and sour black bread. 
The only additions to this diet in 
six months were when he was is- 
sued two and a half pounds of rice, 
three-quarters of a pound of China 
tea and six salt herring, these three 
“bright spots” coming weeks apart. 
He saw babies three months old 
sucking at pieces of this sour black 
bread. Their mothers were too 
weak to nurse them. Months apart 
came three-ounce issues of pulped 
camels’ meat mixed with potato 
starch and fried in sunflower-seed 
oil. He couldn’t eat it. He stood in 
line hours once for a promised is- 
sue of salted raw fish-roe smeared 
on black bread. He saw Russian 
men frample down women and 
children to get to it, and the sup- 
ply gave out quarter-way down the 
line. 

Moscow and Leningrad, said 
Sutherland, are the two “shirt 
front cities’ where visiting dele- 
gations and tourists are shown the 
Soviet’s sunny side. Outside them, 
nearly 160,000,000 Russians are 
living in filth and squalor. 

His headquarters in charge of 
180 tractors and 400 students were 
down by the south. coast of Rus- 
sia, near the foothills of the Ural 
Mountains, some 36 hours by ex- 
press train from Moscow eastward 
toward Turkestan. The _ district, 
station was Demiyas. The nearest 
city was Saratov. Arriving here in 
December, 1929, he found thou- 
sands of Russian villagers starving, 
their wood fuel supply gone with 
the thermometer hovering between 
35 and 65 below zero. All wore 
heaviest sheepskins and slept in 
them. Nobody bathed, There were 
no facilities. Sanitation did not 
exist. 
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All Lands Sovietski, 

All land, all buildings, were 
“sovietski’’—owned by the State. 
Unmarried men were allotted onc 
room, married men two, regardless 
of the size'‘of families. Huddling 
together for warmth, they slept 
promiscuously packed on the floors 
of the rooms so they could keep 
warm. Communists ate at Soviet 
mess-halls. Homes had vanished.

MUSKEGON, Mich., Sept. 27.— 
Grape baskets were being washed 
ashore in great numbers betwean 
Holiand and South Haven tonight, 
thought to come from the wreck- 
age of the fruit packet, North 
Shore. Commander W. M. Wolff of 
the Coast Guard said this was an 
almost certain indication the pack- 
et, missing since it left St. Joseph, 
Mich., yesterday morning with a 
cargo of grapes for Milwaukee, 
went down with Capt. E. J. An- 
derson, his wife of four weeks, and 
four men, 

With the sinking of the North 
Shore in yesterday’s 40-mile gale, 
the loss in the storm has been in- 
creased to 11 lives and three ships. 

Five on Barge Perish, 

The death list of the barge, 
Salvor, that went down at 2:30 
o'clock Friday: afternoon off the 
harbor entrance here, was reduced 
to five today, when two of four 
men who had clung to a derrick 
on the vessel] for 16 hours, were 
taken off by Coast Guards. Seven 
other persons, including two wom- 
en, were taken out 6f the water 
alive at a point 14 miles north of 
here. 

Harry Smith of Newark, N. J., 
one of the two men rescued this 
morning from the wreckage of the 
Salvor, described as “a tough 


tight” the efforts of the two men 


to prevent being swept to their 

deaths in the turbulent waters. 

“Our great fight was to keep 
from freezing in that northwest 
gale as the giant waves rolled over 
us every few seconds,” Smith said. 
Smith disclosed that in addition to 
Clinton Lane, who was found dead 
aboard the barge, a fourth man, 
Clarence Brunett, had sought to 
live through the storm by clinging 
to the derrick. After fighting sev- 
eral hours with the waves, Brunett 
dropped into the water. * 

Women Lashed to Life Raft. 

“It was a tough fight,’’ said 
Smith. “For about three hours 
after midnight it seemed the sea 
was breaking over us all the time. 
Nedeau and I and Lane climbed 
onto the frames as soon as the 
ship went aground. We had lashed 
the boy, Lornie Olmstead, and the 
two women (Mrs. Ida Olmstead 
and Alice Le Plaut) to a life raft 
and pushed them off. Several oth- 
ers went the same way. Brunett 
and two other men were hanging 
onto each other and trying to stay 
on deck. Brunett wanted to climb 
up with us, but every time a big 
wave came along he was washed 
to the other side of the ship. Then 
he would crawl back only to be 
washed away again. 

“Darkness came and we could 
see the lights on shore. It seemed 
ages. About dark we saw Bru- 
nett drop into the water. We still 
clung to our place. 

“Lane kept talking to us all the 
time until about two hours after 
midnight. About the last thing I 
remember him saying was that he 
wanted to come down where we 
were and get warm. All the poor 
kid had on was a bathing suit, a 
vest and one sock. The sock was 
still hanging to his foot this morn- 
ing. I went un there and felt of 
his pulse at daylight. He must 
have heen dead since he last 
spoke at 2 o’clock.” 

When coast guards arrived at ¢ 
o'clock this morning, Smith and 
Nedeau dropped initio the lake and 
were picked up, 

Seven Taken Off Schooher.

Prosecutor . ‘Asserts State

CHICAGO, Sept. 
State’s Attorney John Holman, in 
announcing today the return of a 


true bill against Wilbur J. McGin- 
ness, an attorney, said that the 
State had been defrauded in Cook 
County alone of more than _ $1,- 
000,000 gasoline tax money. 

Holman said he is still investi- 
gating the situation and that his 
efforts “will reveal the doings of 
several local politicians.” 

The true bill returned against 
McGinness charges him with oper- 
ating a eonfidence game and with 
larceny as bailee. Holman said Mc- 
Ginness handled tax matters for 
the Crescent Refining Co. 

The true bil alleges that he 
failed to pay into the State Treas- | 
ury $3121 given him for that pur- 
pose by the company as gas tax and 
that he offered to save the com- 
pany $700 of its tax through his 
political influence. A $700 check 
he gave the company to bear out 
his statement was returned marked 
“insufficient funds.”’ 


Gasoline Tax Nets Illinois $27,640,- 
600 in First Year. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Sept. 27.— 
Illinois’ 3-cent gasoline tax netted 
the State $27,640,604.98 in its first 
year of operation, Director Garrett 
Kinney of the State Department of 
Finance announced today. 

Gross collections for the year on 
940,156,606 gallons of gasoline 
brought in $28,204.698.74. From 
this amount $564,093.93 was de- 
ducted for the collections allow- 
ance of 2 per cent. A total of 
$565,128.25 was paid out in. refund 
claims, mostly to farmers using 
gasoline for motive power in farm- 
ing operations and to contractors 
building roads. 

Two-thirds of the money re- 
ceived through the tax went into 
the State’s road fund and the rest 
was distributed to counties for 


road building.

SUGGESTS MILLIKIN U. HIRE 
CLERK INSTEAD OF PRESIDENT 


Dr. M. E. Penney, Ousted Head, 
lalls School Mere Toy for Few 
Ignorant Men to Play With.

DECATUR, IIL, Sept. 27.—Dr 
Mark E. Penney, fifth president of 
James Millikin University to resign 
in the last 17 years, declared in a 
report made public today: 

“The authorities concerned in 
running the college really do not 
need.a president, but a clerk who 
will do their bidding, take no 
credit for any achievement and 
quietly and meekly assume respon- 
sibility for everything that goes 
wrong. 

“The outline I have submitted 
here indicates a condition the like 
of which probably could not exist 
in any other institution of learn- 
ing in the world. Had the college 
been placed in competent hands 17 
years ago and allowed to remain 
there to the present time, it. would 
not now be the brow-beaten, strug- 
gling thing itis. If the college is 
to continue in the future, it must 
become more than a mere toy for 
a few ignorant and self-opinionated 
men to play with.” 

Dr. Penney was succeeded at 
James Millikin this* fall by Dr. 
Jesse White, former head of the 
department of psychology at Uni- 
versity of Pittsburg.

KANSAS CITY TROLLEY REVENUE 
FALLS DESPITE HIGHER FARE 


Decrease Compared With Same 
Pertod Last Year, but Greater 
by $3000 for First Week.

KANSAS CITY, Mo.,, Sept. 27.— 
The first week of the new experi- 
mental street car fare of the Kan- 
sas City Public Service’ Co., shows 
a loss in daily revenue as compared 
with the corresponding period of 
last year, but for the week an in- 
crease of about $3000 over the 
preceding week. 

The experimental schedule dif- 
fers from that in effect in St. 
Louis, but both cities now have a 
10-cent fare for riders not having 
weekly tickets.

He 
held her above water until fisher- 
men pulled them out 10 or 15 min- 
utes later. 

Bridge a Mile Long. 

“We were driving from New Or- 
leans to Atlanta, by way of Mo- 
bile,” Raley told the Post-Dispatch 
over telephone from Pascagoula 
yesterday. ‘“‘When the accident oc- 
curred we were almost in the mid- 
dle of a mile-long wooden bridge 
across the bayou. We had been 
driving about 30 miles an hour, but 
my wite saw a truck coming fast 
toward us and slowed down. 

“The truck stayed in the middle 
of the bridge and Mrs. Raley, fear- 
ing a collision, swerved to the 
right.

“As it struck the water, the car 
t rned over and settled on bottom, 
upside down. The water was about 
10 feet deep. It rushed into the 
front windows, which were open, 
and I struggled to get out. After 
several minutes—it seemed to me 
to be about 10, but I was confused 
by my struggles—I got through 
the window besids me, anc pulled 
Mrs. Raley out after me, I swam 
with her to one of the bridge piers 
and held on, holding her by the 
hair. 

Pulled in by Fishermen. 


“She was almost uncoftiscious 
and I had to hold her until help 
came. One of her-arms was badly 
cut. After some time, a group of 
fishermen came up and pulled us 
on to the bridge. Then they dived 
in and brought up the children 
and the nurse. Butit was 20 min- 
utes after the accident before they 
got them out, and it was too late. 

“The truck didn't stop on the 
bridge. I was told, however. that 
the driver went on to the end of 
the bridge and turned around and 
came back. I saw a truck driven 
by a Young fellow. standing there 
after the accident, but I don’t know

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—Basil W. 
Delgass, resigned vice president of 
the Amtorg Trading Cerporation, 
told the Fish Congressional Com- 
mittee today that code communica- 
tions concerning the army and navy 
defenses of the United States had 
passed between Amtorg and the 
Soviet Government, 

This statemént was not followed 
further by the committee, which is 
conducting a nation-wide investiga- 
tion inte Communist activities. It 


was given in response to a question 
whether messages between the Rus- 
sian ageney and Moscow contained 
anything of @ political nature, 
Makes Perjury Charge. 

Delgass in further testimony ac- 
cused Peter A. Bogdanoyv, chair- 
man of the Board of Amtorg, and 
other of its officials of perjuring 
themselves in previous appearances 
before the committee. He said that 
prior to the hearings all Amtorg 
employes were rehearsed in the 
testimony they should give. They 
were instructed to say that there 
were no Communists connected 
with the agency. he testified, and 
that Amtorg was not involved in 
Communist activities. 

Delgass said his life had been 
threatened “because [I wouldn't 
participate in the perjury.” 

“Advised” by Bogdanov to re- 
turn to Russia before the Con- 
gressional Committee began its 
hearings, Delgass said. he refused 
and resigned. Since then his 
property had been forfeited and 
he had been ordered outlawed and 
shot by the Supreme Court in Mos- 
cow. Médreover, he declared, his 
mail had been opened here, his 


‘home visited by detectives sent by 


Amtorg, and friends still in that 
organization had warned him not 
to go out of the house alone, 


Asserts Job Is Political. 

Delgass charged that the office 
of business manager of Amtorg 
was a political job and that all ite 
incumbents had been closely allied 
with the OGPU, the Soviet secret: 
police. 

Questioned as to the authenticity 
of so-called Whalen documents, 
Delgass replied: “Whether or not 
they are forgeries, I don’t know. 
Some of the statements made by 
Amtorg about them I know to be 
untrue.” 

In answer to a further question 
he replied that if they had been 
authentic they would have been in 
code. 

Delgass testified the Soviet Gov- 
ernment had begun a policy late in 
1929 by which it hoped to force 
recognition from the United States 
by taking advantage of the busi- 
ness depression here and with- 
holding Russian trade. 

Short Selling of Wheat. 

V. Belitzky, vice president of 
All-Russian Textile, alao a Soviet 
agency. preceded Delgass on the 
stand and denied that the short 
selling of 7.755.000 bushels of 
wheat in the Chicago ,:t was done 
to break down the market. He said 
ir was a protective measure for 
wheat growers in Germany.

Former Senator James A Reed, 
staying at Hotel Jefferson last 
night on his automobile journey 
from New York to Kansas City, fol- 
lowing a summer in Europe, com- 
mented on the shift of candidates 
from the dry to the wet view. Re- 


‘ferring first to Lllinois, he said: 


“I have heard of a candidate who 
thought it was all right to imprison 
people for selling a glass of beer, 
but who is ready to make a change 
of view when a majority of the vot- 
ers say so. If I knew a Presby- 
terian who turned Catholic because 
of a.majority of his neighbors were 
Catholics, or a Catholic who 
turned Presbyterian for such a rea- 
son, I would think he had not been 
very sincere in the first place. 

“And in New York the Republi- 
cans have nominated the former 
prosecutor, who showed such zeal 
in his work as to indicate that he 
was striving for a record, but who 
now is ready to run on the repeal 
platform. Well, the Republicans 
of New York have one man who 
stood square on that question, and 
that was Jim Wadsworth. 

“The New Yotk Republicans,” 
Reed continued, “in proposing re- 
peal, add a proposal that the Fed- 
eral government shall still impose 
a certain control. Instead, control 
should be returned to the States. 
If the State can be trusted te deal 
with murder, arson and robbery, 
it can be trusted to regulate the 
sale of a glass of beer. 

“It is certain that prohibition is 
a political issue. That is bound to 
be true, when no group of people 
can talk for more than a few min- 
utes without discussing it.”’ 

Reed commented on the attempt 
to force Senator Norris of Nebraska 
off the Republican ticket, by run- 
ning another George W. Norris in 
the primary, as ‘‘an act of scoun- 
drelism worthy of the corrupt Re- 
publican national organization. I 
am not speaking of individual Re- 
publicans,”’ he said, “but of the 
party machinery, which has 
brought political morals to a 
point where they are not fit to dis- 
cuss.”

CO-OPERATION AGAINST MISUSE 
OF HIGHWAYS IS PROMISED 


Chief Wagineer Cutler Writes 

Governor He Will Prepare 

Suggestions. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 27 7 | 
Co-operation of the State Highway 
Department in a move by ‘Goy. 
Caulfield to curb misuse of the 
State highways by- commercial 
motor vehicles, and to eliminate 
hazards to ipgaffic from reckless 
operation of large trucks, was | 
promised by Chief Highway Engi- 
neer Cutler today in a letter to 
the Governor. 

The Governor, as had been told, 
wrote to Cutler yesterday for a re- 
port on what powers the depart- 
ment had to control operation on 
the highways of large motor 
transports and trailers and wheth- 
er any additional legislation was 
necessary. The Governor said the 
highways were being misused by 
trucks through careless operatjon 
and declared they were becoming 
a “menacing evil” to traffic. 

In his reply to the Governor, 
Cutler said motor busses should 
be included with “‘the other two 
big evils’ of commercial trucks 
and automobile transports. 

“This department has rather 
definite authority in controlling 
weight, both gross and load lm- 
its,” Cutler. wrote, “and has for 
this purpose 15 men. patroling 
the highways to catch the over- 
loaded vehicles. Except in a few 
counties, however, where these 
men happen to be deputized, we 
have no authority to make arrests. 
We would be glad to co-operate 
with any agency you might suggest 


‘lin an attempt to correct the pres- 


ent motor vehicle laws to over- 
come the dangerous abuse of the 
highways by special interests. 

“] am asking our attorney for 
any suggestions he may have con- 
cerning what can be done at pres- 
ent, and to co-operate with any 
agency you might suggest for 
formulating a better system of 
laws to be submitted to the next 
Legislature.”

Major Burwash With Companions 
Was First on King William 
Island in 60 Years.

OTTAWA, Ont., Sept. 27.—Major 
L. T. Burwash, explorer ‘of King 
William Island, arrived today with 
relics of the expedition of Sir John 
Franklin, after an epic flight over 
the area trod by the survivors of 
that arctic venture 80 years ago. 

With Pilot Gilbert of the West- 
ern Canada Airways and Richard 
Finnie of the Départment of the 
Interior, Major Burwash was the 
first white man to cover that fate- 
ful territory since 1869. 

He found no documents relating 
to the expedition, but he brought 
back with him bits of naval cloth, 
coal and rope and the memory of 
lonely graves. ' 

Major Burwash said concentra- 
tions of high-grade copper ores 
were found at Hunter Bay. These 
upon development, he said, may 
prove to be the outcroppings of 
large and valuable deposits.

These, mind you, don’t take in 
the extra catchers. Mancuso, of 
the Cardinals, is hitting .360, while 
Schang of the Athletics is hitting 
171. 

Add to this attacking power the 
fact thag the Cardinals have 21 
more stolen baxs and you get an 
indea of the run-making punch. 

Superior on Defense. 

On general defense—that is, out- 
side of the pitchers—the Cardinals 
again make a superior showing. As

tors of attack and defense. 

A. most striking feature is the 
wonderful double-play record of 
the Cardinals. In many ways the 
double play is the most valuable 
bit of defense in a bal] game, be- 
cause it nearly als.ays cuts off one 
more run and stops.rallies. The rec- 
ords credit the St. Louis club with 
49 more double plays than the 
Athletics, a remarkable tribute to 
their defensive strength and also 
to their speed.

Proposition No. 4, for exclusive state insurance under the workmen's compensation 
law, will greatly reduce premiums now paid by employers, as well as correct the 
inequalities and injustices now prevalent under the private insurance system; 
Ohio employers aided inauguration of exclusive state insurance in that State, 


and are pleascd with its results.

HE campaign launched hy the Missouri 

State Federation of Labor, through the 

initiative, for the amendment of the 
workmen's compensation law, to provide for 
exclusive State insurance in the settlement 
of personal injury cases coming under the 
law, is no departure from the position the 
Federation has held for many years. Every 
law sponsored by the State Federation in 
the session of the Missouri General Assem- 
bly since 1919 has originally carried the ex- 
clusive State tnsurance plan. 


Of the 18 states that hare the State ingur- 
ance feature in their workmen's compensa- 
tion laws, seven hare the exclusive State in- 
surance plan. This means that al! private 
insurance is. prohibited. The employer either 
must insure in the State fund or carry his 
own insurance if he can show the Fund 
Commissioners that he is sufficiently. sol- 
vent to do se. Under this system the em- 
ployer pars his insurance premium into the 
State fund and the Fund Commissioners 
handle the claims for compensation, except 
that the State fund makes no profit and 
operates the business with very little fric- 
tion and with much less expense.

Thus we will see that exclusive State in- 
surance in the administration of. workmen’s 
compensation laws is not a new fantastic 
heery of sOme dreamer, but is in actual, 
practical, successful operation in seven 
states. The experience of these states has 
long since convinced us that State insurance 
is the more logical, practical and beneficial. 
both te the empleyer and the employe, who 
are the two vitally Interested parties under 
the workmen's compensation law. 


We placed proposition No. 4 on the ballet 
because it will greatly reduce the insurance 
premiums now being paid by employers un- 
cer the law, and will at the same time en- 
able us to amend tRe law, correcting some 
of the inequalities in its beneficent features, 
It will also enable the injured worker te re- 
ceive a more just and adequate portion of 
what he is entitled to under the law, by the 
Practica! elimination of litication and un- 
necessary delay in the settlement of per- 
sonal injury cases, now being occasioned by 
the unwarranted ang underhan@ed tactics 
being employed by the insurance claim aé4- 
justers. Some of them are reserting to un- 
scrupulous methods in their attempt te beat 
down claims for compensation, and in many 
cases through the machinations of their 
physicians, injured workers have been forced 
back to work before ther were in physical 
condition to perform their tasks. 


The insurance companies hare taken ad- 
vantage of every known legal trick to weak- 
en the law. They have appealed to the 
courts minor awards of the Workmen's 
Compensation Commission, where not 
enough money in compensation was involved 
to enable thé injured worker to carry his 
case to the higher courts which necessi- 
tates the employment of counsel and the 
Miing of briefs with the higher courts. 
Thereby important points of law hare been 
established by default that entail a great 
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loss of compensation in the more serious 
injuries. Thus by judicial decision the in- 
surance companies have impaired the bene- 
ficent features of the workinen's compen- 
sation lav. 

Judging from the very unfavorable and 
distasteful experience the organized work- 
ers are having with the insurance claim ad- 
justers and the manner in which we hare 
had to combat them to secure fust awards 
in accordance with the provisions of the 
law I am wondering just what experience 
the unfortunate unorganized worker is hav- 
ing with the cunning and more wnscrupu- 
lous insurance claim adjuster who ig very 
eager to show his company how much 
money he can save them by whittling down 
the compensation due the injured worker. 
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The insurance combinations will, of 
course, raise the hue and cry, in their oppo- 
sition to the ratification of proposition No. 
4, that exclusive State insurance is an en- 
tering wedge to state socialism. It is no 
more an entering wedge to state socialism 
than are the public ownership and opera- 
tion of our public parks, public schools, pub- 
lic highways and the Federal postal system. 
or the municipally owned water plant of the 
largest metropolis of the State, St Leuis. 
Ail these enterprises were once privately 
owned and operated for private profit. But 
for the safety and welfare of the people 
these institutions were acquired by the State 
and Federal Government and operated in 
the interest of the people and for their 
safety and protection. 


Now let us see what the organised em- 
ployers and the organized workers of Ohio 
think of the Ohio workmen's compensation 
law. In 1917 the General Assembly of Ohio, 
with the full co-operation and approval of 
the Ohio Manufacturers’ Association and 
the Ohle Federation of Labor, made the 
State fund the sole carrier of workmen's 
compensation insurance. The right of the 
Legisiature to exclude the private insurance 
companies from the field was-later upheld 
by beth the State and Federal courts. 


The Ohio employers have upheld the ex- 
clusive State fund in the Ohic law because 
they are tonvinced that they have secured 
insurance at a lower rate than they could 
have otherwise obtained, and that their em- 
ployes have been provided with adequate 
medical services and compensation fer loss 
of tyne with mére promptness and in such 
& way as to reduce te a minimum the liti- 
gation and friction between employer and 
employe which is likely to arise in personal 
injury cases. 

Ne one can successfully deny that the 
Ohio workmen's compensation law. with fts 
exclusive State insurance feature, is a great 
benefit to both employers and injured em- 
ployee. The cost of administration of the 
Obie law under the State fund pian ts ap- 
proximately 2% per cent ef the premiums 
eoliected from the employers; whereas in 
Missouri, as in every other state + the 
Private insurance companies carry thé risks 
ef the empieyers, the State Superintendent

and, most satisfactory of all, we 
had the actual frozen grapefruit

tropics, the region itself provided a 
great abundance of whale meat, 
seal meat, penguin and skua gull. 
The whale meat was like very 
coarse beef, but slightly fishy; we 
preferred the Crabeater seal as less 
gamy than the Wedell variety; the 
penguin seemed like not overtender 
beef liver flavored with fish oil, and 
the skua gull, according to Jack 
Bursey, was not quite as good as 
the common seagull here. 

But all these were sources of 
fresh meat; potentially at least, 


and Byrd by his own example tried 
more than any one else to get the 
men accustomed to this somewhat 
distasteful fare, for he realized the 
ever-present possibility of disas- 
ter, of the ships not being able 
to get through the ice pack, or of 
the isolation of one or the other 
contingent.

Those who loved Lon Chaney 

most have said that very often 

since his death. They knew 

best of all the terribly exorbitant price he paid 

for fame and money. They realized what it 

meant in pain and in jangled nerves, the delib- 

erate torture he endured in so many of his roles. 

And they realized as well how futile it was to 

protest, to argue with Chaney, to try to persuade 
him to cheat the camera a little, to fake. 

The immediate cause of Lon Chaney’s death 
was a hemorrhage of the lungs. But back of 
this can be traced a series of debilitating illnesses 
that can be traced in turn largely to the effects 
of his work for the screen. . The operation for a 
throat ailment—that resulted from the excessively 
strenuous work Chaney did in his first and last 
talkie, ‘‘The Unholy Three’’—that followed ane- 
mia that followed pneumonia. In his last picture, 
in which he took a ventriloquist’s part, he talked 
in five different voices. Typical of Chaney, say 
the hard-boiled stage hands about the studio lots, 
who worshiped him—he would work five times

Another test of honesty, which is 
used sometimes to measure the integ- 
rity of cashiers, is very similar in prin- 
ciple to the old child's blindfold game 
of pinning the tail on the donkey. It 
can be done with pencil and paper, 
however, and no blindfold is used. 

The examiner tells the subject that 
he wants to test his muscular co-ordi- 
nation, or that he wants to find out 
how well he can judge distance. The 
person tested is merely to close his 
eyes and place a pencil mark in each 
of a number of small circles. He has 
five trials. If he succeeds in a ma- 
jority of the trials, the examiner 
knows that he has peeped. Try it your- 
self and see, or try it on one of your 
friends, using the small illustration 
in the lower left-hand corner of this 
page for your test. 

Persistence is another quality that 
psychologists have found definite 
means of measuring. In fact, this is 
much more easily tested than honesty. 
Just give a person a particularly long 
and tedious task like the copying of a 
large table of figures, or copying in 
longhand the names in a telephone 
book. Time him, and see whether he 
keeps up an even pace, or whether he 
soon slows down and begins to look 
out the window. He may even give up 
after a short time. 

Some psychologists believe that the 
chief value of the cross-word puzzle is 
as a test of persistence. Any sort 
of intricate puzzle, either mechanical 
or mental, is excellent for this purpose. 

Here is one question that has been 


so used: — 


oa OUR boys arrived at a river 
and found a boat that would 
carry just 200 pounds, but no 
more. None of them knew how to 
swim; so they had to manage to cross 
in a boat. Tom weighed 200, Jim 
200, Bill 100 and Dick 100. How did 
they get across?’’ 

Yes, there is a way of working it 
out, but as a matter of fact it would 
serve the purpose just as well if there 
were no answer, just so that fact was 
not obvious. 

Mechanical puzzles, such as the fa- 
miliar wire ring to be séparated from 
the larger triangle, or the irregular 
blocks of wood to be fitted into a 
seemingly impossible design, which 
may be found in any souvenir store, 
serve a double purpose of testing both 
persistence and mechanical ingenuity. 

If your boy will work at one of these 
little tricks by the hour until he has 
solved the problem, you can be sure 
that he has one of the traits that Ed- 
ison regards as most important to busi- 
ness success—the ‘‘will to work.” 

Another type of persistence is the 
ability to concentrate on a task in the 
face of various distractions, whether 
of an annoying or an amusing charac- 
ter. This is a trait that is very nec- 
essary in business. The person who 
can work only when alone, undisturbed 
and uninterrupted, will find success a 
difficult matter, for such ideal condi- 
tions do not exist in business. 

There are several ways in which 
this trait may be tested. One is to 
give a routine test in arithmetic. For 
10 minutes you are allowed to work 
quietly, and then a note is made of the 
number of problems completed. All at 
once a dog or a mouse is let loose in 
the room. Or someone comes in and 
starts to read aloud. Can you keep 
your mind on your work and make a 
good score in the second 10 minutes? 

Psychologists have discovered that 
most people are more easily distracted 
by something which frightens or 
startles them than by anything which 

merely annoys, angers or embarrasses

RIGADIER-GENERAL F. P. CROZIER of the Royal Irish 
Rifles is the latest soldier to turn state’s evidence on war. 
Genera) Crozier is a Britisher who has fought all over the

of the man. General Crozier has 
just published a book which has 
yrattled all the windows in all 
the -conservative clubs in London— 
particularly those where more reticent 
army officers forgather. The book 
is titled “A Brass Hat in No Man’s 
land,” and has recently been pub- 
lished in America by Jonathan Cape 
& Harrison Smith. It tells in the 
frankest possible language what Gen- 
eral Crozier saw and did on the west- 
‘ern front and what his conclusions are 
on the whole subject of war. 

A brass hat is what they call the 
cap of a General'in the British Army 
or of a general staff officer of any 
rank. It has a scarlet band and a 
frieze of golden oak leaves decorating 
the vizor. 

The cries of rage that greeted Gen- 
eral Crozier’s book in England were 
caused by several things—his bald 
statement of how the blood-lust was 
built up in green soldiers, his story of 
preparing a private for military execu- 
tion by giving him enough liquor to 
get him so drunk that he could neither 
see nor stand up, and some of his ob- 
servations on the conduct of the war, 
for example: ‘“‘The Big Bugs thought 
in terms of millions, both of men and 
money, and left it at that.’’ 

At the outset, General Crozier tells 
of the way to put together a fighting 
machine: First, ‘“‘by knocking the 
beer and politics out of all ranks.’’ 
Second, by the blood-lust method. He 
Says: 

‘I, for my part, do what I can to al- 
ter completely the eutlook, bearing 
and mentality of over a thousand men 
in as short a time as possible—for 
blood-lust is taught for purposes of 
war in bayonet fighting itself and by 
doping the minds of all with propa- 
gandic poison. The German atrocities 
(many of which I doubt in secret), 
the employment of gas in action, the 
violation of French women and the ‘of- 
ficial murder’ of Nurse Cavell all help 
to bring out the brute-like bestiality 
which is so necessary for victory. The 
process of ‘seeing red,’ which has to 
be carefully cultured if the effect is 
to be lasting, is elaborately grafted 
into the makeup of even the meek and 
mild, through the instrumentality of 
martial music, drums, Irish pipes, 
bands and marching songs. Sacred 
and artistic music is forbidden, save at 
church, and even then the note of com- 
bat is struck. The Christian churches

GC HE British soldier is a kindly 

fellow and it is safe to say,

“In order that he shall 
into the true spirit of the 
however, the fun of the fair, 
as we may call it. it is neces- 
sary to corrode his'7 mentality 
with bitter-sweet vice and to keep 
him up to the vicious scratch on all oc- 
casions. Casualties are never alluded 
to save in the vein of callous or care- 
less regret. It is my hope that in 
days to come, in the near future, the 
men will not only regard death, gash- 
ing and gaping wounds, gas-destroyed 
organs, or even frozen feet (this lat- 
ter a carelessly acquired condition, in 
most cases, and one which meets with 
severe retribution from the disciplin- 
ary point of view) as mere nothings, 
but that they will be able to joke light- 
ly among themselves in these matters, 
fortified by the fact that they are giv- 
ing more gashes, ripping up more 
bodies and causing more suffering gen- 
erally than the other side. By Sep- 
tember, 1915, everything we do is 
faultiess, everything the Germans do 
is abominable. It is the only way in 
war, and both sides follow it.’ 

Here is a sample from a little talk 
that General Crozier gave his men: 

“All soldiers—-except the most dense 
and unintelligent—are frightened in 
action, at times. There comes that 
pain in the tummy. That you have to 
master. You must never let your 
neighbor know you are in a funk, 
either by word, deed or suggestion. 
Funk itself is nothing. When un- 
chained it becomes a military menace, 
and for that men die at the hands of 
their comrades. Much of my talks will 


enter 
show, 
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be upon matters not directly found in 
military books. You must lose your 
gentle selves.’’ 

The problem of women, when sol- 
diers are on leave or off front-line 
duty, and its consequences, General 
Crozier regards as inevitable. ‘I even 
heard a good judge of war say a man 
—or boy—in 1918, could not fight 
well unless he could love well,’ he 
says. And he uses “‘love’’ in a pretty 
broad sense. He also makes it clear 
that the woman problem affects offi- 
cers as well as enlisted men. 

‘‘Many a bad old Captain,’’ he re- 
ports, ‘‘ruins his subalterns in the com- 
pany mess, and in clubs, by his exam- 
ple, conversation, behavior with wouin- 
en, and drinking habits generally. We 
know it. It is sad but almost inevita- 
ble. In peace times boys do not now 
often attempt to keep pace with or 
copy coarse-minded men, and if they 
do there is often someone to warn 
them. The senjor officers are in loco 
parentis in this emergency, and they 
don't—-or won’t—see it. I hear coarse 
remarks in clubs, on the leave boats, 
in Boulogne hotels and in London, 
made by middle-aged roues, dressed up 
in uniform, which would horrify the 
parents of these young people if they 
knew. At a certain house in London, 
officers of all ages were found danc- 
ing, retiring, drinking and love-making 
with girls in Government employ, 
under quite extraordinary circum- 
stances. 


qe . BOY, fresh from school, be- 


came an officer, went to 

France and was wounded. 
After recovery he was posted to 
a reserve battalion, and there it 
was that a great deal of the mischief 
took place. While there, and when he 
was 19 years of age, he met a prosti- 
tute to whom he was introduced by 
his Captain. They went off together 
for a week-end. Later, the woman 
told the lad she was going to become 
a mother and that he would be the 
father. He believed her and married 
her, as he was the soul of honor! She 
never had a child at all. This boy was

the neir to vast estates. His father, a

Probably the most upsetting story 
in the book is the one about an officer 
named Rochdale and a private named 
Crocker and General Crozier’s method 


of handling an execution. Here it is 
in his own words: 

‘“‘Rochdale has been sent out earlier 
to put a notice on the German wire, 
by order of corps headquarters, a 
propagandic move to inform the front- 
line men that their families are starv- 
ing at home. Now the trench mortar- 
ing is too much for him. He rises, 
rushes past me, and bolts down the 
trench in front of his men as fast as 
he can go. After daylight he is dis- 
covered in a disused French dugout 
behind the lines, asleep—-apparently a 
deserter, as absence and evasion of 
duty are the two chief factors which 
go to constitute the offense. There is 
the additional fact that he has shown 
apparent cowardice in action, in front 
of his men. It is just as futile to be 
half a mile away from the duty point 
as 60 kilometers. I have already a 
private soldier absent. He will no 
doubt be caught and tried. What 
about this officer? I see him and put 
him back for trial by courtmartial for 
cowardice and desertion. He is tried 
and found guilty of one charge or 
both. Meanwhile, the private—Crock- 
er—is caught by the military police, a 
long way back. He, too, is tried. I

ample of how 
much more ef- 
fectively relief 
operations can be 
carried on now 
than was possible 
100 years ago— 
in 1831, for in- 
stance, when the 
island of Barba- 
dos was swept by 
a similar disas- 
ter, with a loss 
of 2500 killed 
and some 59000 
injured. 

That disaster 
of 99 years ago 
struck the city of 
Bridgeton on the 
early morning of 
August 11. There 
was no warning 
of its approach 
save that the 
preceding after- 
noon was unus- 
ually sultry and 
the early part of 
the night was 
filled with omi- 
nous lightning 
flashes and gusts of rain, with inter- 
mediate calms. Modern metecrological 
observers would have noted the hurri- 
cane’s advance while it was still far 
out at sea, and although they would 
have been unable to save the city, they 
would have given storm warnings so 
that the loss of life might have heen 
smaller. 

As it was, the inhabitants were 
caught virtually unawares when the 
storm broke ‘‘with violence prodigious 
beyond conception.” No coherent ac- 
count of what actually had happened 
reached the outside world until months 
afterward, when a West Indian news- 
paper editor wrote and published in 
book form a graphic description of the 
night of horror and the succeeding 
weeks of suffering. 

“Humble cots or elegant mansions 
were alike hurled to destruction,” he 
wrote. ‘“‘The aged parent, the wife or 
husband, or the child on whom the 
fondest hopes had been placed, was 
now an ensanguined, disfigured 
corpse; others with fractured limbs 
and dreadful mutilations, rescued alive 


from under fallen buildings, were spec- 
tacles of misery hideous to the view, 
and pierced the heart with cries of 
agony. Many of the inhabitants of 
ruined Bridgeton wandered through 
those devastated streets which were 
not entirely blocked up with the wreck 
of former affluence: some, hardly 
crediting the evidence of their senses, 
would fain believe they dreamed, until 
the heart-broken salute of one and an- 
other acquaintance roused them to a 
perception of the dismal, irremediable 
truth. Half stifled expressions, scarce- 
ly articulate related the destruction of 
their all—the death of their slaves, 
relations, parents, their wives or 
children. . 


O RELIEF ships came to the 
N of the stricken city, for 

weeks passed before sailing 
ships of the time could carry news 
of the disaster to distant main- 
ports. No doctors or nurses came from 
land cities with medicines and sup- 
plies. The doctors of the island were 
compelied to handle the situation 
as best they could with what med- 
ical supplies were left. Sickness broke 
out. Hunger drove a large part of the 
population to such desperation that 
groups wandered about the country- 
side, seizing upon anything that of- 
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erintend operations. 
Through the co-oper- 
ation of the Pan- 
American Airlines he 
was able to reach the 
stricken city within 
an hour and a half 
after receiving the 
message. Silva was 
directed to make a 
hurried survey of the 
city’s needs and re- 
port his findings to 
Washington. Then, 
two days later, the 
Red Cross cabled 
$25,000 more of re- 
lief funds to Minister 
Curtis, directing him 
to form an American 
Relief Committee, 
and $10,000 to Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt of 
Porto Rico for the 
purchase of supplies. 
With these funds the 
Red Cross made pos- 
sible the purchase of 
food at nearby points, 
thus assuring their 
immediate availabil- 
ity, instead of dis- 
patching the supplies 
themselves from 
Washington.

fered itself as food. Straggling cattle 
were killed and barbecued. Fields and 
orchards which had escaped destruc- 
tion were raided. Five days after the 
city had been wrecked local relief com- 
mittees were organized and food de- 
pots established, but in the meantime 
suffering was appalling. Not until 
December, four months later, did re- 
lief come from other countries, when 
England raised and sent to the suf- 
ferers about $30,040. 

In the case of the Santo Domingo 
hurricane of September 3, relief work 
was hampered but little by the distance 
which relief workers had to travel] to 
the scene or by time consumed in rais- 
ing relief funds. 

On the day after the disaster the 
American Minister at Santo Domingo, 
Charles B: Curtis, cabled a plea to the 
American Red Cross through the State 
Department, asking for aid and sup- 
plies. Immediately the machinery of 
disaster relief went into action. 

The first thing the organization did 
was to cable $15,000 to Curtis 
to serve as an immediate and initial 
appropriation for first emergency 
work. It then dispatched a cablegram 
to Captain Antonio Silva, manager of 
the Porto Rico Red Cross chapter, at 
San Juan, directing him to go at once 
by airplane to Santo Domingo to sup- 
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chet 3 these measures, well- 


financed and _  weill- 
trained relief work- 
ers were on the 
ground within less 
than 24 hours after 
the hurricane had 
struck. Churches and 
schools were convert- 
ed into hospitals. 
Doctors and nurses speedily came in 
from the other islands and Florida. 
Food depots were established. Food 
ships were rushed in from other Carib- 
bean ports and some vessels with food 
cargoes which happened to be in the 
vicinity were commandered and their 
cargoes transported to Santo Domingo. 
This prompt reinforcement of the 
stricken city’s food supply was made 
possible by the promptness with which 
the Red Cross sent relief funds. No 
time was lost through the necessity 
for going out and raising the funds 
by popular subscription. The organiza- 
tion takes care of this in advance and 
had the funds readily available for use 
in just such an emergency. 


FULL report of the work done 
A» the Red Cross in this 
recent disaster is not yet com- 
pleted, bat as the procedure fol- 
lowed was similar to that pursued 
two years ago when the Porto Rican 
hurricane struck the Florida coast, a 
description of the work done 
at that time serves as well to illustrate 
the point. The activity of the Red 
Croas preceding, during and following 
that storm was described by Howard 
W. Selby, chairman of the Red Cross 
chapter at West Palm Beach, Florida. 
“In December, 1926, we were a 
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Santo Domingo, as it looked 
from the air ~— the 
hurricane struc 


short distance from a hurricane that 
had struck Miami with great force and 
damage,”’ says Selby’s report. ‘“‘It was 
commonly said among people of that 
section that they had never experi- 
enced a storm of anything like its se- 
verity. There was no reason to believe 
that this would be repeated within an- 
other generation, but in spite of that 
fact we created organizations such as 
we had never had before in Palm 
Beach County. Stepping from the vol- 
unteer type of organization to one well 
organized and with a full-time secre- 
tary employed, we began to develop an 
interest in the community in Red 
Cross work. We began learning some- 
thing of the Red Cross program for 
life saving, first aid work and so on. 
but also gave considerable attention 
to plans for disaster preparedness. 
‘“‘We came to the period of Septem- 
ber, 1928, when we heard of the dis- 
acter striking Porto Rico. We little 
realized on the first day what the ex- 
tent of that storm and its damage was, 
but it began to appear more serious to 
us as we learned in 24 hours after the 
Porto Rican storm that it was ap- 
proaching the east coast of Florida. 
‘Reports were conflicting. For a 
few hours we were told it was going 
to sea, and then we were told it was 
coming toward the mainiand and 
would strike Northern Palm Beach. A 
cay later we knew it was well on its 
way and might strike us at any hour. 


ad ORTUNATELY, we had been 


studying in a small group the 

nature of huricahes. We 
had, to some extent, made our peo- 
ple ‘hurricane wise.’ We learned in 
analyzing the storm in Miami— 
though with no idea we would ever 
suffer a similar experience——the types, 
tendencies and peculiarities of hur- 
ricanes. We learned they are shaped 
something like a doughnut 80 miles 
in diameter and with the hole in the 
doughnut about 15 miles = across. 
That doughnut sweeps forward at 
about 18 miles an hour and as it goes 
forward it spins, or rotates. On the 
outer rim of the doughnut the ve- 
locity is around 60 miles an hour, and 
on the inner rim it is near 140 miles 
an hour. If a point is in the exact cen- 
ter of the storm area it means that 
the hole in the doughnut crosses this 
point and that there will be a lull after 
the first blew, to be followed in about 
an hour by another blow in the oppo- 
site direction from the first. In this 
case it took the hole 50 minutes to 
cross over West Palm Beach. 

“People unacquainted with the na- 
ture of hurricanes often mistake the 
lull for an indication that the storm 
is over and venture out to see about 
their friends or their homes, only to 
find that they have passed through 
merely the first phase of the storm 
and that the second phase is yet to be 
faced. And this second phase. of 
course, starts in with the highest ve- 
locity of wind—precisely where the 
first left off. This mistake often is re- 
sponsible for the greatest loss of life, 
and especially was this true of the 
Miami disaster. We had known of this 
fact and had given wide publicity to it. 
And we believe this was the reason 
that not a single life was lost during 
the lull in our storm. 

“On the morning of Sunday, Sep- 
tember 16, 1928, we called a meeting 
for the purpose of organization and in 
anticipation of an emergency. We had 
never been through a hurricane before.

“Such, then, is the human stage on 
which the rural school must function: 
country abrupt and sullen, slashed 
through with rugged ridges of moun- 
tains, country of dry, barren plains, of 
gently rolling uplands, prairies, virgin 
forests, torrential mountain passes, 
kindly, provident climate. People wise 
with the wisdom of many races, cher- 
ishing the memories of many tradi- 
tions, tired at times, of virgin strength 
more often. Confused murmur of 
Strange languages, kaleidoscopic 
pageant of folkways and customs; race 
fluid, constantly agitated by the un- 
derlying, churning currents of the 
profess uf mixing, pure here, turbid 
there; complex mentality of the In- 
dian, the Moor, the Spaniard. Strange 
religion that scatters before the Chris- 
tian cross the pagan petals of the 
zempatzuchil. Country of many peo- 
ples, united in emotion, divided in 
thinking, soul in gestation and above 
all this cosmos, the whirlwind of a 
revolution which has just passed, leav- 
ing the branches of the trees still torn, 
the leaves of the woods still trem- 
bling, the minds of the people awake 
and expectant, their faces turned up- 
ward to the heavens, where a new 
sun is shining. 

“From the very beginning,” Dr. 
Saenz relates, ‘‘the need for a new 
kind of education was recognized, as 
were also the facts of the geographical 
medium, the Jack of incentives in the 
environment and the apathy of the 
people, necessitating in the beginning 
a sort of awakening, of motivation, of 
apostleship. 


COT) tax 0 1922 and 1923 this 


task of awakening was ac- 

complished hy the mission- 
ary teachers who traveled the coun- 
try over finding out where the 
indigenous groups lived, under what 
economic conditions, what kind of cul- 
ture they had, what kind of education 
should be given them, studying the na- 
tive industries and how they could be 
encouraged and perfected,-bringing en- 
couragement to the people, clearing 
the way and working out the admin- 
istrative channels through which the 
Federal Government was to operate 
later. 

‘Shortly after the work was started 
the missionary teachers began leaving 
behind them here and there perma- 
nent teachers. We called them moni- 
tors. The institutions which were 
coming into being were not at first 
called schocls. They were baptized 
with the suggestive title of ‘‘Casas del 
Pueblo’ (Houses of the People). By 
1924 a real system of rural schools 
had started. At the end of that year 
we were able to point to 1089 schools 
served by 1146 teachers who in turn 
were helped on by 48 missionary 
teachers. To these rural schools came 
65,000 pupils.’’ 

Today there are 6638 Federal rural 
schools, served by 8479 teachers and 
supervised by 125 inspectors. The 
greater portion of these schools have 
evening sessions for adults. Attend- 
ance of both boys and girls is very 
close to 300,000, that of adults 58,000. 

Dr. Saenz spends a great deal of his

As it turned out, it was 
well that we had done that. We were 
destined very shortly to go through 
the whole program in a real disaster. 


CC T THE meeting that Sunday 
A morning we had representa- 
tives of all our relief com- 
mittees and had between 90 and 100 
persons present ready for service, 
ready to carry out any orders that 
might be given. At noon we set 
out to complete our committees and 
bring in individual workers, the plan 
being to report back at 2 o'clock, but 
by 1:30 the storm was upon us and we 
hastened back. 

“At 3 that afternoon our quarters 
began to crack to such an extent that 
we had to leave and co to a hotel a 
block away, there to continue building 
our plan of organization. 

“The storm continued with increas- 
ing fury until 6 o'clock, when the wind 
suddenly subsided and we knew the 
lull had come. We figured carefully 
the period of the first phase and knew, 
of course, that the second phase would 
cover a like period. When the lull 
was over, therefore, and the second 
phase began, we knew at exactly what 
time—1 o'clock in the morning—we 
would be able to go out with reason- 
able safety and start our work. 

“By the time the storm had subsid- 
ed, or within an hour afterward, an

official organization was set up in an 
office building commandeered for the 
purpose, and all of the relief commit- 
tees, with their subordinate commit- 
tees, were formed, with a chairman 
and a vice chairman. Not a dollar of 
expenditure was authorized without a 
written requisition. There was no 
chaos or confusion. Work proceeded 
smoothly from the time it was possible 
to go'out into the streets. 

‘“‘Happily, about 2 o'clock, as the 
storm was just gaining headway, it oc- 
curred to us that we might communi- 
cate with some outside cities. We 
called the Mayors of Tampa and Mi- 
ami and the Red Cross representative 
at Jacksonville. Strangely, the calls 
got through almost instantly. We re- 
ported the conditions as they were at 
the time and told these officials that 
if we were not heard from again with- 
in 12 hours to send relief. The Red 
Cross at Jacksonville, in turn, tele- 
phoned to national headquarters in 
Washington, so that before we had 
reached the lull, or half-way point, in 
the storm Washington headquarters 
already had dispatched special work- 
ers with ample funds to reach West 
Palm Beach at the earliest possible 
moment. : 

“As a result of these precautionary 
measures and steps of advance organ- 
ization, relief work got under way by 
the time the buildings had stopped 
falling and was virtually completed, 
with the situation well in hand, 
by the time relief work ordinar- 
ily would have got. started had 
not much of it been done  0be- 
fore the storm actually struck.”’

“Picture the school garden: rustic 
inclosure, microscopic and ingenious 
plots planted with our old-fashioned 
Mexican flowers, the poppy, the zinnia, 
marigold. Before entering the school- 
room we must perforce visit the an- 
nexes, the chicken house, the rabbit 
warren, a pigeon house, the hive of 
bees. If some day we should want 
to adopt an emblem for the _ rural 
school, surely one of these symbols 
would have to be selected, so typical 
are they coming to be. The plot of 
ground for the school’s vegetable gar- 
den is quite frequently located some 
short distance from the schoolhouse 
proper; here corn, beans and potatoes 
are grown. 

“‘At last we enter the school build- 
ing proper, where on an average from 
30 to 50 boys and girls will be found 
ranging in ages from 6 to 14 years 
and over. About half of these chil- 
dren are of pure Indian blood, the 
others are meztizos (of mixed race). 
All are clean and we come upon them 


engaged freely in various activities. 
This school is in charge of a woman 
teacher, but, as we have almost as 
many women rural teachers as men, 
this fact is merely accidental. This 
teacher is 22 years old and at once she 
impresses one as intelligent and ener- 
getic. The school equipmént is of the 
new type--the children grouped 
around work tables, which are a com- 
bination desk and carpenter's bench. 

“If, as is probable, our visit was 
expected or if, perchance, we happen 


' along toward the close of the school 


year, we find a most profuse and va- 


_ Tied exposition of the things made in 


the school, textiles woven of thread, of 


. woolen yarn and wool fibers, em- 


broidery, furniture, baskets, drawings 


and paintings, breads, preserves, soaps, 


dresses. The pupils move about free- 
ly. Qne group will be working per- 
haps outside on the spacious veranda, 
sheltered by the projecting roof; 
others will be taking care of animals 
in the school’s farmyard annexes; still 
another group will be digging in the 
garden; those in the schoolroom read 
or write. 

‘“‘When the teacher calls them to- 
gether, they all sing. If we question 
the children about their school life, 
they will tell us many unusual things 
and of much that is not learned out 
of books, such as, for instance, that 
they have co-operatives, that they 
themselves decorated their schoolroom 
and built the annexes, that they have 
an orchestra and any number of other 
things never dreamed of by the peda- 
gogue. 

“If the school is purely Indian, the 
teacher will tell us that those in the 
preparatory year form a heterogeneous 
group to whom she is trying to teach 
the Spanish language. Upon investiga- 
tion we find that in proportion as the 
school is rich in activities and consti- 
tutes a real society, just so the pupils 
acquire our language readily. At times 
the progress is so rapid that, were it 
not for the testimony of everygne

OT) visit « the whole time of our 


visit, groups of the people of 

the villages have been gather- 
ing in the school courtyard, crowding 
around the building. finally entering 
the schoolroom itself. They look at us 
in silence, follow with interest every 
detail of our visit, peer anxiously into 
our faces to discover the least sign of 
approbation. 

“Two distinct groups, however, can 
always be defined among the interest- 
ed parents: the representatives of the 
political authority and the Committee 
on Education. Both know the school 
and vouch for it. When, at the end of 
our visit, we pause to make recommen- 
dations, our words are received with 
equal acceptance of responsibility by 
the schoolmaster, the municipal au- 
thorities and the members of the Com- 
mittee on Education. 

“Towards evening, if we are staying 
the night in the village, we see the 
students of the night school arrive, 
mere youths some, youngish adults the 
most, although at times the old folks 
come too. The night school is not al- 
ways inspiring, but I have never seen 
one where pupils did not work earn- 
estly. Many times, however, one does 
find the ideal being carried out. Then

the whole becomes an eminently social 
act. There are songs, there is con- 
versation, there are simple lectures; 
problems of common interest to the 
community are discusssed. There is 
dancing, there is work.”’ 

These people have given the land 
for the school, they have given their 
labor in the building of it, they have 
given money. Out of their meager 
store of land they have given another 
plot for the school garden. They have 
contributed to the handicraft shop, 
which is a vital part of more than 
2400 of these schools. 

It has been a scramble to find 
teachers. At first, Dr. Saenz writes, 
they took everyone who showed the 
proper spirit of good will. That was 
about the only thing these teachers 
shared in common. Then the Federal 
Government organized groups of ex- 
perts, known as the Cultural Missions, 
in each one a teacher, an agronomist, 
a man trained in the minor industries 
and handicrafts, an instructor in phys- 
ical education and a social worker. 
These groups travel about the country, 
gathering in certain towns all the 
teachers of a region, generally about 
50, and conducting with them a kind 
of institute of education. 


OREOVER, the visiting experts 
VV wor with the people of the 

community. They vaccinate 
the children and adults, too. They 
organize the townspeople, outline a 
program of recreation for all, bring 
the community closer together and 
make a real effort to solve the ac- 
tual, not the theoretical, probleme af- 
fecting the public life in that particu- 
lar locality. 

“Free from prejudice,’’ Dr, Saenz 
gays of the teachers, ‘‘they do simply 
and sincerely what they are told to do 
and what their common sense dictates. 
Never having known bad models, they 
readily adopt the suggestions of the 
experts of the Cultural Missions or of 
the supervisor; by imitation they are 
being converted into good teachers.”’ 

Perhaps the most remarkable fea- 
ture of these schools is their objective, 
their aim. Summarized, it is as follows: 

“This new school aims to elevate the 
every-day occupation, to dignify and 
exalt the environment. It is a school 
of the country, for the people of the 
country, built upon the life of the 
country. It is meant to instill a love 
of the soil in our children, to teach 
them to extract from the earth a 
greater sweetness. Center of the tiny 
community where it is embedded, its 
influence radiates to all parts; it is 
opening up inner ways of communica- 
tion, it is organizing the people, en- 
deavoring to teach them the easy tech- 
nique of collaboration and sharing. 
Thus this school fulfills the 
obligation which the most exacting of 
doctrine could possibly impose upon 
it, that of being socialized within 
itself and at the same time being a 
socializing influence.”’ 

Dr. Saenz is well aware of the enor- 
mous job still ahead. He cites the 
fact that five out of every ten children 
in Mexico have no school to go to, 
1,756,000 children without a school. 
He speaks of the difficult task of 
transforming the old type of- rural 
school, 7000 of which still exist. But 
he is undaunted. He knows the part 
education must play in making the 
new Mexico. 
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the place. Old Jacques and gran’mere 
had gone, too, if, indeed, they were 
still alive.
